FIRST NATIONAL THANKSGIVING

The Proclamation Was Issued by Authority of Congress in 1777
While It Was Sitting at York—It Recommended Abstention
From Unfitting Recreation as Well as From Labor

ORK, rich in {ts hlstorlo associations,

enjoysn the rare distinction, not gener-
ally known, of having been the home of the
original of the firat two natlional Thanks-
giving proclnmutions, The Arst was issuoed
by Congress, in wemafon here, to bom-
memorite the victory of Sarntogn during
the Revolutlon. The other proclnmation
wus lssued by Abraham Linceln, following
the declaive battle at Gettysbhurg.

George M. Prowell, curator and Jibrarian
af the York County Historleal Socloety, while
making lnvestigntions “previous to the pub-
lleation of his history of the Continental
Congress at York, Pa., found ths ariginal
proclamation sent out from York In the
archives of the Department of State at
Washington.

When General Howe, In 1777, landed at
the head of Elk River, with an army of
18,000 men, he began a movement toward
Philadelphla. As the elty was threatensd
with an Invasion of the Hritlah foe, Con-
gress, then witting In Independence Hall,
yoted unanimoualy to adjourn to meet in
Lancaster. then the largest inland town In
the United States, The thirty-six membery
In Congress from the original thirtsen
Btates rods on horseback to Bethlehem, and
from there went to Lancaster, Only ona
day's sessjon was held In that borough, and
for better protectlon Congress resolved to
move to York, on tha west slds of the Bus-
guehanna River,

Congreas held {ta first sesnlon In York on
Beptember 30, 1777. At that time, In the
language of John Adams, A member of Con-
gréas from Massachupetts, nll was dark and
gloomy, The news of the viotory of Catea
In capturing tha entire army of 8000 maen
under Burgoyns, marching from Canada to-
ward New York, then In the hands of the
ennmy, wis first brought to Congress at
York by a nephew of General Iarapl Put-
pam, The offigial account of the surrender
Al Saratoga was brought to York by Colonel
Wilkinaon, nn alde on the staff of CGeneral
Oaten. Congress remiined in sesnion In
York nina months, or from Beptambar 10,
1771, to Juna 237, 1778, whils Washington
was it Valley Forge
